Insurrecto Band Led by 

General Estrado Declar- 
ed Only Small Part of 
Anti-Mexican Plan. 


Mexico City, August 20.—The Mex- 
ican episcopate will follow the advice 
of President Calles and seek relief 
from Mexico's religious laws both in 
the courts and in congress. 

This was made known following a 
meeting Friday of Archbishop Mora 
and the bishops comprising the epis- 
copal committee. The episcopate will 
seek injunctions against the objec- 
tionable religious decrees. 

Church representatives expressed 
satisfaction with certain sections of 
President Calles’ reply to their plea 
for suspension of the religious laws. 
particularly with that part of his 
message which admitted that the ac- 
tivities of the clergy could not be con- 
sidered rebellious. 

‘Bishop Diaz, of Tabasco, spokes- 
man for the episcopate, told news- 
papermen that in his opinion both the 
church and the state had greater hope 
of reaching a solution of the contro- 
versy. 

The episcopate's reply concluded by 
saying that “the president might have 
the glory of inaugurating a period of 
frank harmony among the socialist 
and liberal Catholic elements in order 
that the politics of the country might 
represent the principles of true de- 


‘mocracy.” 


The answer of the episcopate was 


given to the press but was not sent 


to President Calles.

Stevens and Carpender,

Somerville, N. J., August 20.—(# 
Search for a clue missing since the 
original investigation in 1922 into 
the murders of the Rev. Edward W. 
Hall and Mrs. Eleanor Mills today 
put an end to the: interval of quiet 
expected after the commitment with- 
out bail yesterday of Henry Carpen- 
der and Willie Stevens, who, with 
the dead minister's widow, are charged 
with the murders. 

The clue is a gold brooch which 
Edward Tierse, roadhouse proprietor 
of Piscataway, near New Brunswick, 
said he turned over to Fred David, 
Middlesex county detective, in 1922. 
The pin is not among the exhibits and 
grand jury records now in the pos- 


special prosecutor. 
Tierse told Mr. Simpson he found 
the brooch between the crab apple 


tree under which the bodies were 
found and the Phillips farm house 
the day after the discovery of the 
double murder. 


Denies Having Pin. 


Senator Simpson learned of the 

brooch in a letter received at his 

ersey City office today from a New 

switk woman, who said the pin 

was in Tierse’s possession. Mr, 

‘Simpson left for Somerville upon the 
receipt of the letter. 

Questioned at state police head- 
quarters here, Tierse denied he had 
the pin, saying he had not seen it 
since turning the clue over to Detec- 
tive David. 

Tierse later was taken to the scene 
of the murders and pointed out the 
Spot where the pin was found. 

“If the pin can be found and iden- 
tified,” Senator Simpson said, it will 
be an important point in our case.’ 


Five Are Questioned. 


Five new witnesses whose names 
were not divulged, were questioned 
during the day and five will be 
uestioned tmorrow, the senator said.

Hounds of Law To Follow

Boykin in connection with the murder 
on July 29 of Bert Donaldson, crack 
criminal investigator, investigators for 
the solicitor and city policemen are 
scouring the city and county to ar- 
rest these men. The solicitor is 
hopeful of gaining information from

Chicago, August © 20.—Gangland, 
comparatively quiet for a few days 
following the outery over a couple of 
killings a week ago, oiled up its guns 
again yesterday and today, with the 
result that the eriminal population 
is short two members and the police 
are up against the inevitable stone 
wall of silence. 

Two months ago when James Lam- 
berto, of Chicago Heights, was slain, 
ten men were marked for death by the 
gangsters. With Lamberto, at the 
time, was Mrs. Crystal Barrier and 
she also was riddled with bullets. How- 
ever, she was not important enough 
in the eyes of the gang to warrant a 
gecond thought, but the killing of 
Lamberto had to be avenged. ° 

Yesterday a small-caliber gangster 
and rum-runner was shot to death, 
creating hardly a ripple in the crim: 
news. Today's killing. however, was 
of more importance. Giusseppi Ma- 
rone, alias Milani, alias Nerone, 
nephew of the late Philip Piazzi, one 
time vice concessionaire of Chic>go 
Heights, who was slain a month ago. 
was shot down as he stepped from an 
automobile on West Division street. 
His slayers used a sub-caliber machine 
gun, a weapon of gangland warfare, 
and nine bullets were pumped into the 
head of the victim. 

Pete Genna, one-time fugitive from 
vengeance of the O’Banion gang, was 
found later in Chicago and arrested 
for participation in the crime.

Evidence that Marone, as he was 
best known, was the victim of the 
gang war that removed four other 
members of the Piazza mob, was seen 
in the fact that costly diamonds and 
other jewelry he was wearing at the 
time was not touched by his killers.

Rome, Ga., August 20.—(Special.) 
Jim Micken has been returned to 
Floyd county to pay the death penalty 
for a murder committed in 1918, 
and for which he was convicted and 
sentenced to hang October 1. 1919. He 
was caught recently in Toledo, Ohio, 
where he had been for six years. He 
escaped from the county jail in Sep- 
tember, 1919. . 

Several days ago, Sheriff R. E. 
Wilson received word that a negro, 
believed to be Micken, was held by 
the officers of Toledo and he imme- 
diately set about bringing the pris- 
oner back to Rome. With the aid 
of photographs and the sister of 
Jessie Hicks, the girl alleged to have 
been murdered by Micken, the man 
was identified and the sheriff made 
application for requisition papers for 
the prisoner. 

Micken was convicted of shooting 
the negro girl in August, 1918. They 
lived on the Davis farm several miles 
from Rome. 

Since the negro was sentenced the 
Georgia legislature has changed the 
form of capital punishment and re- 
placed the gallows with the electric 
chair. However, in the case of Mick- 
en the original sentence passed by 
Judge Wright must be carried out.

That prevents rickets, 
increases the baby’s immunity to the 
respiratory infections, and probably 
aids in growth and development, In- 
cidentally it prevents constipation in 
many cases, not because cod liver oil 
is a laxative, but because the vitamin 
probably improves the tone of the 
intestinal muscle.

But I am calling attention to 
the glaring inconsistency of the mayor 
of Atlanta in criticising certain adver- 
tising of mine printed in towns where 
there are no union shops, while he has 
his own personal printing done in a 
city where there are plenty of union 
shops, but without the union label. 

“For Campaign Purposes.” 

“My friend T. E. Whitaker, who is 
the treasurer of my campaign, showed 
me today one of my personal cards 
printed just after I was elected to con- 
gress bearing the union label, and one 
of Mr. Sims’ cards without the union 
label. And, behold, here are several 
sheets of his official paper without the 
union label. In other words, my op- 
ponent, the mayor, believes in the 
union label for campaign purposes, 
The jewel of consistency is a lost jewel 
to him.”

The first bill to be introduced in 
the January session of the legislature 
under the administration of Colonel 
Bibb Graves. democratic nominee for 
governor, will be for removal of con- 
viets from Alabama mines, the Mont- 
gomery Advertiser will say tomorrow 
morning.

TO CONTROL LANYERS 


Rome, August 20.—(/)—The pro- 
fessional activities of lawyers belong- 
ing to the fascist party henceforth are 
to be under control of the secretary 
of the party, in consequence of a de- 


cision tonight of the party’s national 
directorate, presided over by Premier 
Mussolini. 

Fascist lawyers will be prohibited 
from representing anti-faseist clients 
or accepting cases involving conflict 
with the party tendencies, when the 
matter in question has relation to 
politics. The secretary of the party is 
empowered to use his discretion as to 
the activities of the lawyers in cases 
involying anti-social or gravely immor- 
al crimes. ; 
A report made by August Turati, 
secretary general of the fascist party, 
describing trips to Apulia, Calabria 
and Sicily, asserted that the great 
mass of the black shirts “feel pro- 
foundly their responsibility to the 
party in this moment of the national 
life when the regime has undertaken 
a grave, decisive economic battle.”

BANDIT BARR DIES

IN ANNUAL AIR TOUR 


Fort Wayne, Ind., August 20.—(P) 
Twenty planes surviving the second 
annual air reliability tour, complet- 
ed the flight from Cleveland to Fort 
Wayne by noon today. The first 
crossed the dead line at 10:35 a. m., 
and the last arrived shortly before 
noon. 

R. B. Rolando, flying Eagle Rock 
plane number 5, which carried two 
passengers, alighted safely after Ro- 
lando was stricken seriously with 
ptomaine poisoning. 

The two passengers, both unable 
to fly a plane, insisted that Rolando 
make a forced landing, but the youth- 
ful flyer continued and landed with- 
out mishap. His condition was such, 
however, that he was unable to di- 
rect his plane toward the dead line 
and came to a stop at the opposite end 
of the field.

Managua, Nicaragua, August 20.— 
(P)—The rebel forees evacuating 
Quezalguaque burned part of the town 
including the largest distillery in 
Nicaragua. 

The mayor and several non-com- 
batants are reported killed. 

The government forces last night 
recovered San Marcos after a sharp 
skirmish in which the rebel losses 
were said to be severe. 

The government is recruiting its 
forces with great determination, no 
exemptions at all being granted in 
the conscription. Two thousand of 
such recruits were dispatched yester- 
day to reinforce various garrisons 
throughout the country. There has 
been no disorder in Managua. 

In an action at Diriomo, the rebels 
were dislodged from the town after 
a severe fight. Colonel Carlos Morales 
Camorro, commandin the govern- 
ment forces, was killed. The rebels 
fled from the scene of the fight leav- 
ing many killed and wounded.
